One man is known to have been 
killed, several were injured and the 
panic among the inmates wags the 
worst ever attending a fire disaster in 
this city. 

Fighting and screaming, the horror- 
stricken men and women were guard- 
ed in the quarters while the fire ate its 
way toward them until the arrival of 
a squad of fifty policemen from Pitts- 
burgh, sixteen miles distant. 

Guarded by bluecoats and regular 
institution guards, the unfortunates 
were driven from the buildings and 
herded on the lawns and surrounding 
fields. 

Several fire companies from Pitts- 
burgh rushed to the scene with the 
first alarm and the men fought hero- 
jeally to save the insane wards and 
| hospital, but the flames gained head- 
way with such rapidity that their fight

All the attendants. reinforced by 
the firemen and county detectives, en- 
tered the building and for a while it 
appeared doubtfu: whether the crazed 
men and women would be gotten from 
the bullding. 

However, the patients responded to 
the efforts of the authorities, and all 
were taken to places of safety.

RAMESES !! A FRAUD. 


Evidence Shows He Engraved His 
Name on Monuments Erected by 
Others.

LONDON, July 31.—Egyptologists 
claim that they have discovered that 
Ramesses II was a fraud, and that he 
is not entitied to the appellation of 
“Great.” which the historians have 
given him. 
Recent explorations, it is said, have 
developed the fact that many temples 
and monuments bearing hig name, and 
therefore supposedly his work, existed 
® theuesand vears before him. The 
explorers believe the King was vain 
and caused his name to be cut every- 
where. 
Professor Naville, one of the official 
explorers of antiquities in Egypt had 
this to say about Rameses: 
“The more we learn about Rameses 
Il the mere convinced are we that he 
was a fraud.

Its openly 
avowed purpose is the subversion of 
every foundation-stone on which our 
industrial system rests. Every tenet 
of the destructive economic creed 
professed by this body of industrial 
people is in direct conflict with the 
Bill of Rights, denies the principle 
known as vested rights, scoffs at the 
Constitution of the United States, 
openly attacks our judicial system, 
prociaims its right to all the profits 
of industry, seeks to deny the right to 
wofk and live to those who profess 
its creed and follow the dictates of 
its so-called leaders. 

It had been hoped that this fever 
of vicious principles and more vi-. 
cious practices had reached its height 
and would subside. The Haywood 
verdict has given the professors of 
this creed new courage and instead 
of a subsidence of agitation and dis- 
turbance, there is likely to be a higher 
pitch of trouble in our Industries than 
ever before. Held in check by the 
spectacie of some of its most active 
and unecrupuious leaders the 
clutches of the law, these people 
maintained a temporary calm. The 
verdict by the Boise City jury has in- 
spired them with the notion that a 
career like that of Orchard, if dan- 
gerous to the individual,. is safe to 
the men in the “inner circles” who 
concoct the plots and instigate the 
murders and other crimes hatched 
upon the inside. 

These developments are all of too 
long continuance, and their latest de- 
velopments in San Francisco and 
elsewhere are too recent to demand 
analysis in detail. It is undou)htedly

They remained there about 300 years, 
and escaped from bondage about 1500 
years B.C. One need not hold in the 
strictest sense to biblical interpreta- 
tion to entertain this view.. The most 
advanced scholars in “higher criti- 
cism” accept these as facts sufficient- 
ly well authenticated to merit genera] 
credence. 

“According to the Scriptures” 
many of those who were led out of 
Egypt by Moses wished to return to 
its “flesh pots” before they had been 
long in the wilderness. Probably 
many of them actually did go back

APRICOT GROWERS TO MEET IN| 
VENTURA SATURDAY. 


Are Preparing to Make a Vigorous 
. Protest Against the Enforcement of 
the Anti-Brimstone Statute—En- 
forcement Would Ruin, or Badly 
Cripple the Industry, They Say. 


VENTURA, July 31.—The apricot 
growers Of the county are fully aroused 
over the new anti-sulphuring law, and 
are preparing to enter a vigorous pro- 
test against its enforcement. To that 
end theré has been called a meeting 
of all the apricot growers of the coun- 
ty. to be held in this city on Saturday 
next." The meeting will take place at 
the City Hall at 2 p.m. Ventura coun- 
ty is the second tn the State in the 
production of dried apricots, the out- 
put running into a valuation of thous- 
ands of dollars annually. If enforced 
the new anti-sulphuring law would 
ruin or badly cripple the industry, and 
desperate efforts will be made to have 
the matter ch@mged. The growers unite 
in saying that sulphur, if properly 
used, and as Ventura growers have 
long used it, has no deleterious effect 
on the frit. Another thing which is 
worrying the growers is that the crop 
of this s@asan has already all been 
gathered? and cured in the usual way, 
and is botind to bring a fancy price’ 
because of a scarcity of the fruit. to 
the growers. If the government should 
insist that this season's fruit could not 
be sold bechuse of the sulphur it would 
mean a heavy loss to the growers.
